residence at Szeged is a short distance from the State Medical College of Hungary. 

I have been given a fine warm room which contains a bathroom, running wafer noth, 
hot and cold, ana incidentally,: there is asmall balcony. My food is quite reason- 
able; in fact, it costs only, six florins ,/forins/ weekly. I can objectively say 
that my living circumstances are good and that the state does provide us vita 
everything, but everything must follow a prescribed order. As an example, v- 
students are not permitted to leave the University without permission and must 
be in our rooms by eleven o'clock evenings. We are never permitted to stay over- 
night beyond the campus. A typical day in the study of medicine might be sunned 
up as follows: 

A. "It is obligatory to be out of bed and dressed for calisthenics at 6:00 AM. 

"Our calisthenics or gymnastics, under the direction of an instructor, con- 
sume about 15 minutes. 

B. "We then don our daily attire and from 6:45 until 7*30 AM we gather together 

into groups of 15 or 16 students. During this time we read the journals and 
discuss the political significance of the contents. (Political indoctrination). 


C. "Then comes, the breakfast which is composed of coffee and bread. Once in a great 

while we. are provided with butter. 

D. "After breakfast ye, attend ,our , first class , anatomy, .which is of course conducted 

at the Anatomic institution. ' At‘.t Anatomic Institution we attend lectures 
from 8:00' until 11:00', AM. '.',. 1 '.. t ’ . .. 

E. "My second class is physics, which, I attend from 11:00 AM, until 1:00 PM. 

F. "Our dinners (lunches) are from 1:00 until 2:00 PM. 

G. ,"Fr,om 2;3'6 until 6:00 PM we study chemistry, both lectures and, laboratory work. 

H. "At. 6:00 PM I take my final course for the day, ■ This. is. biology. In thia course 

we arfe, giyen different practices and exercises in order that we might learn. 

I. "There is, no scheduled class work at the University on Saturday and Sunday . 

During this time' w» can learn or sleep the whole day if we desire. We must- 
study and work very hard end apply; ourselves diligently, for if we don t., w<> 
will be tossed out of' the college,' There is always someone to tako {&>««*
